The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The remarks 
accompanying the amendment filed on February 8, 2004 successfully explain where support for 
the limitation of setting the size of a pixel at the detection the signal in accordance with an input 
from an input device. This feature allows the inspection apparatus to inspect a circuit pattern 
with varying resolutions and it is not found in the prior art.
